Nucleotide sequences encoding different proteins are structurally distinct chemical 
compounds that are unrelated to one another. These sequences are thus deemed to normally 
constitute independent and distinct inventions within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 121. Each 
sequence requires an independent search of the sequence databases. Absent evidence to the 
contrary, each such nucleotide and amino acid sequence is presumed to represent an independent 
and distinct invention, subject to a restriction requirement pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 121 and 37 CFR 
1.141 et seq (see MPEP 803.04 and 2434). 

Claims 3, 5, 39-40 and 44-45 link(s) inventions I-III. The restriction requirement among 
the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 3, 5, 39-40 
and 44-45. Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction 
requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or 
otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .
